HILTON HEAD ISLAND / BLUFFTON / BEAUFORT COUNTY—A lane taper to end the far right 
lane earlier on eastbound U.S. Highway 278 will occur between Buckingham Plantation Drive 
and the bridges to Hilton Head Island on Tuesday, March 10, 2015, beginning at 12:00 noon and 
extending into the evening. 
 
This taper is necessary for the contractor to remove existing curb and gutter and widen 
eastbound U.S. Highway 278 between Fording Island Road Extension and the entrances to the 
BP Gas Station to shift traffic from the bridge work in the median of U.S. Highway 278. 
 
Drivers traveling near the project’s construction zone are asked to be aware of equipment and 
crews working in the area at all times.
